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DETAILED ACTION 

This. Office Action is in response to a Continuation filed on 2/1 1/2004. 
Currently, claims 1-5 are pending. 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

In section (g) of claim 1 , "extention" should be "extension" and in line 3 "forth" 
should be "fourth", also in claim 3 line 2 "extention" should be "extension". 

Specification 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, 
either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or render obvious, the limitations of: 

...(c) forming a first gate insulation film on the first well, a second gate insulation 
film on the second well, a third gate insulation film on the third well and a fourth gate 
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insulation film on the fourth well, wherein the first and third gate insulation film are 
thicker than the second and fourth gate insulation film; 

(d) applying oxynitridation to the first, second, third and fourth gate insulation film; 

(e) forming a first gate electrode of a first MISFET on the first gate insulation film, 
a second gate electrode of a second MISFET on the second gate insulation film, a third 
gate electrode of a third MISFET on the third gate insulation film and a fourth gate 
electrode of a fourth MISFET on the fourth gate insulation film; 

(f) implanting an ion that contains nitrogen or nitrogen atoms, using a resist mask 
having a opening at a forming region of the third MISFET, and after the step (e); and 

(g) forming a first extension region of the first MISFET, a second extension 
region of the second MISFET, a third extension region of the third MISFET, and a fourth 
extension region of the fourth MISFET, after the step (f), as required by claim 1 .
